GENEVA, Sept. I.— A conference of the members o t 
the permanent Court of International / u ^ e , summon­ 
ed to discuss reservations under which the United k*®168 
is willing to become a member, opened today. Prof. Van 
Eysinga, Dutch member of the court, was elected presi­ 
dent of the conference. The first three reservations were 
Quickly adopted. 
They were: The United States would 
have no legal relations in the League of Nations; that the 
United States would be permitted to participate in the 
election of judges, and that the United States would be 
authorized to contribute a fair part of the Court expenses. 
Opposition unexpectedly developed to that part of the 
fourth reservation, declaring that the statues of the Court 
shall not be amended without consent of the United States.

original colony, using 20 years as 
war age. 
At least one of the Revolution­ 
ary war veterans participated in 
the Mexican War, Mr. Webb de­ 
clares, citing pension records to 
support his contention. 
Of the seven graves located, 
five are said to be fully authen­ 
ticated, with two in doubt. 
Names and locations 
of the 
graves are given as follows: James 
Wilson Henderson, Shilo Ceme­ 
tery, Alto; John Abston, Lavon, 
southeastern part of Collin coun­ 
ty;

chair in the dark gray room of 
destruction here behind the aged 
walls of the Texas penitentiary. 
Nine death cells all to a row. 
Heavy steel bars cast ghastly shad­ 
ows on the leaden walls of each 
death crib, from the lone light to 
the corridor, where it burns low 
and where the one inside warder 
walks slowly to and fro, from the 
blank and dank wall of cell num­ 
ber one, to the iron door of the 
room where thirty souls have met 
their God. 
Huddled against the cold, steel- 
barred doors, white, brown and 
black men read their much thumb­ 
ed Bibles. They cannot look “with 
such a wistful eye’’ upon anything 
“the prisoners call the sky,” and 
were it not for the change of the 
guards and the 
bringing in of 
food, they would never know when 
the rosy dawn 
creeps over-the 
tall southern pines 
and rugged 
walls into the prison yard. 
Day by day and night by night 
as the long hours drag by, the 
condemned men, 
slayers though 
they are, live in memories of the 
past and* ponder of the life to 
come. 
They cannot hear a scaf­ 
fold being built, 
with the nails 
piercing the heart of the wood 
with each thud of the hemmer. 
They can oly hear a, faint hum 
of the modern electric generator, 
a.; the powerful energy known as 
electricity is switched on to 
the chair of death. 
The chair of death, in the room 
of destruction, stands high in grue­ 
some silence. 
Of heavy timber, 
and very erect, with black leather 
binders for neck, arms and legs, 
the final sitting place of killers 
stands a picture of persecution. 
Prison-made is this chair, design­
